Connecting your StudioMouse 

Your StudioMouse has a USB connector. It is designed for use with Macintosh* 
computers, so its graphics features are currendy not compatible with PC computers, 
although it may be used with PCs as a standard three-button mouse.

Installing the MouseWorks® software

Software updates are available on our Web site at www.kensington.com. 

IMPORTANT: Until you install the MouseWorks software, your new StudioMouse may 
not work as expected. It will work as a basic mouse as soon as you plug it in, but to 
make full use of the device, you must install the software. The Pan/Zoom response 
features are not currently compatible with PC computers. 

See Getting Started with MouseWorks Software to find out how the MouseWorks 
software can help you work more efficiently and comfortably. 



NOTE: Once the software is installed, always use MouseWorks to control the input 
device. (See "Getting Started with MouseWorks.') 



If you want to prevent Pan/Zoom from being used in a supported graphics application, 
create or load an application set for it and select a different middle button response for 
that set. 

NOTE: Although you can choose the Pan/Zoom response for the middle button in any 
application set (including "All Other Programs"), it will work only with a predetermined 
group of graphics applications. In any other application, the Pan/Zoom response will 
produce a Double-Click. 

Be sure to read carefully the MouseWorks QuickStart manual enclosed with 
StudioMouse, or the MouseWorks software Help to learn how to use the other great 
features of the software.

Adjusting the Pan delay 

When you press the middle button, MouseWorks 
waits a fraction of a second before activating Pan 
When You Move The Mouse. If the button is 
released too quickly, MouseWorks activates Zoom 
mode instead. 

In most cases, this tiny delay should be impercep- 
tible, and the button will perform as expected. 
You may adjust it with the Double-Click Speed 
slider on the Click Speed tab. (The same time 
delay is used for both purposes.) 

1 . To shorten the delay before Pan activates, go to the Click Speed tab in the 
MouseWorks control panel and move the slider toward the right (a faster Double- 
Click speed corresponds to a shorter Pan delay). 

2. To lengthen the delay (i.e., Pan is turning on when you intended to toggle Zoom 
mode) , go to the Click Speed tab and move the slider toward the left (a slower 
Double-Click speed corresponds to a longer Pan delay) . 

NOTE: The Pan/Zoom response is available only for the middle button, and only 
on StudioMouse. 



Pan/Zoom and application sets 

With StudioMouse, the default setting for MouseWorks software is the "All Other 
Programs" application set with the middle button set to Pan/Zoom. If you create or load 
an application set for one of the supported graphics applications, set the middle button 
to Pan/Zoom for that application, since application-specific settings always override the 
"All Other Programs" set. 




Installing MouseWorks Software 

1 . Turn on your computer (if it's not already running) and insert the MouseWorks CD 
into your CD-ROM drive. 

2 . On Macintosh computers, a window showing the MouseWorks files should appear 
on your desktop. Double-click the MouseWorks installer, read the license agreement, 
and click Accept to accept the agreement. 

3. On PC computers, MouseWorks Setup should start automatically. If it doesn't, you 
can run it from the Start menu: Click the Start button and choose Run. Click Browse 
and choose the CD-ROM drive. Select Mworks/setup.exe and click OK. Read the 
license agreement and click Yes to accept the agreement. 

4. When the MouseWorks installation is complete, restart your computer.

StudioMouse features for Macintosh users 

The innovative StudioMouse design incorporates MouseWorks software to make this 
mouse the ideal pointing device for creative people — just touch to scroll, pan, or zoom 
in popular graphics applications, or move quickly through long documents and Web 
pages. The Pan/Zoom response features are not currently compatible with PC computers. 

NOTE: The scroll, pan, and zoom features are currently only available under Mac OS 8 
or 9. Mac OS X support will be addressed in a future release of MouseWorks. 
Download the latest version of MouseWorks from www.kensington.com. 
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The scroll sensor controls scrolling and zooming, 
and is similar to a mechanical scroll wheel, but 
with increased sensitivity, additional functionality, 
and no moving parts to break down. 
To scroll up in a window, touch the scroU sensor 
and move your finger toward the front of the 
mouse. To scroU down, slide your finger toward 
the back of the mouse. The farther (and faster) 
you move your finger, the farther (and faster) your 
window will scroll. 



The top and bottom of the scroll sensor are continuous scrolling zones. To scroll up or 
down continuously, press and hold your finger at the very top or very bottom of the 
sensor. Scrolling will stop when you remove your finger from the scroll sensor. 
You may adjust the scrolling speed using the control on the Scrolling Tab, under the 
Settings For: Tab in the MouseWorks control panel. 

The Pan/Zoom response* 

The middle button on your StudioMouse is preset to the Pan/Zoom response, which 
gives StudioMouse unique capabilities in popular graphics applications such as Adobe* 
Photoshop* and Illustrator.* This button also may be set to any standard response on 
either Macintosh or PC computers using the MouseWorks pull-down menu. 
*The Pan/Zoom response currently is not compatible with PC computers.

Using the Pan/Zoom response 

To Pan: 

• Press and hold the middle button to activate Pan When You Move The Mouse. The 
cursor changes to the "open hand" shape, and MouseWorks activates the Pan control 
(sometimes referred to as a Grabber) in graphics applications. 

• Hold the button down while moving the mouse to reposition the image anywhere 
within the window. When the button is released, the previously selected tool will be 
reactivated. 

To Zoom: 

• Press and release the button to activate Zoom mode. The cursor changes to the 
"magnifying glass" shape, and MouseWorks activates the Zoom control in graphics 
applications. 

While in Zoom mode, you can change the image magnification in any of three ways: 

1 . Move your finger forward on the scroll sensor to zoom in, backward to zoom out. 

2 . Click and release the left mouse button to zoom in by one increment. To zoom out, 
press and hold the Option key while clicking. 

3. Click and hold the left mouse button to draw a rectangle. When you release the 
button, your display will zoom that portion of the image to fill the window. 

To exit Zoom mode and restore standard mouse functionality, press and release the 
middle button.
